The Many Mysteries 
of Nature

“Don’t wait until the flruil duo date, 
Man’ll l.'i, for iiaylng your Income Tax 
and making your return. Avoid tlie 
lust minute rush. Any person can fig¬ 
ure out tils liability today ns well as he 
can next week, and If there Is any 
point on which he needs advice he can 
now get In toiicb with a Revenue man.” 

This word of advice Is from .Justus 
Warden, I'ollector of Internal Reve¬ 
nue, San Francisco, f'al., who Is col¬ 
lecting the Income Tax In Callfonila. 
Collector Warden la giving without 
charge every aid of his office .and his 
enlargeil field force to help the peojile 
get Uielr payments arid their returns 
In by March 15tli. 

But the Income Tax men will not 
pull your door hell or your coat-tails, 
according to the Collector's announce¬ 
ment, It I.s squarely up to every Indi¬ 
vidual to figure OMt his own case and 
to get busy If be comes within the 
scope of the new Revenue law. 

Did You Earn This Much? 

Every untimrrieil person who re¬ 
ceived Income averaging SB).”.' a week 
during 1!)1S and every married couple 
who Jointly received Income averaging 
SfiH.'it) a week should secure at once 
from the nearest Deputy Collector or 
the nearest bank a blank Form lOlO A. 
That form contains the Information he 
will need to enable him to figure his 
correct net Income and any lax that he 
owes the governtnerit. 

Tb.‘ law reqtilres that every unniar 
ried person who hail a net income of 
Sl.IKxt or over and every married per¬ 
son whose net Income was .'■Jihhi or 
over (Including the Income of husband 
or wife and the earnings of minor 
elilldren, If any) must make a return 
on or before .March blth. And this re 
quirenient does not hinge on whether 
the person owes a tax. 

Taxable Income. 

An Individual must Include under 
gross Incnine all gains, profits and In¬ 
come derived frotn saljirles, wages or ■ 
compensation for iiersonal servlee of 
whatever kind and In whatever form ^ 
paid or from professions, vocations, 
business, sales or dealings Iti property ; 
of all kinds. Interest, rent, dividends ' 
or profits derlveil from any source ^ 
whatever. Very few Items of Income i 
are exempt. j 

Deduellons inelude ordinary and nec¬ 
essary busines.s expenses. Interest paid i 
or aeenied on Indebtedness, taxes of ' 
all kinds except P'ederal Income and j 
exce.ss profits taxes and assessments 
for local I)enefir8, losses actually sus- ' 
tallied, debts ascertained to be worth- i 
less and depreciation on buildings, ma- ! 
ehliiery, fixtures, etc., used In busine.ss. 

.■V furlher deduction Is allowed for eon- 
trlbutlons to eoriioratlons oi>eratcd for 
religious, ctmrltable, scientific or edu¬ 
cational purposes or for the prevention l 
of cruelty to children or animals to an 
amount not exceeding l.t per cent of 
the taxpayer’s net Income as eomimted 
without the benefit of the contribution 
deduction. 

The taxpayer Is not allowed to de 
duet any personal, living or family ex 
pense, any amount spent for Improving 
pro|iert.v or an.v expense of restoring 
property or making good Its exhaus¬ 
tion for which an allowance Is claliueii 
under deiireclatlon. 

Figuring the Tax. 

Bi'fore figuring the norni.al tax the 
dividends are deducted as credits from 
net Income, together with the jiersonal 
exemiulon. .\s In previous years, dlvl- 
deinls of domestic corporations are ex- 
ciiiiu from normal tax when received 
by lilt stockholder. 

The normal tax rates for citizens 
and residents are ns follows: On the 
first $4.0tK) of net lut’ome in excess of 
the credits the rate Is 6 per cent:' ou 
any furlher taxable Income the rate Is 
12 per cent. 

The surtax rates apply to net in¬ 
come of each Individual In excess of 
$.’^.tXH(. The personal oxeinpilon and 
the dividends are not de<luetlble before i 
computing surtax. In the case of re¬ 
turns by husband and wife, the net In- 
(Ome of each Is considered sopantiely 
in coiiiputing an.v surtax that may be 
due. Form 1040 should be used for 
lutik'ng returns of net Income exi-eed- 
liig JS.tHH), and the instructions on that 
form will show how to figure the sur¬ 
tax. 

Business House Returns. 

Employers and otliers who ]>ald 
wages, salaries, rents. Interest or sim¬ 
ilar determinable gains In an amount 
of Sl.OOO or over during lOl.S to any 
person must file an information return 
with tlie tiovernment. Blanks may be 
scoured from the ('ollecior. 

Every parinersliip must file a return 
showing Its Income and deductions and 
the name and addre.ss of eaeli partner, 
with his share of the profits or losses 
during the past year. I’ersoiial servlee 
corporations will file slndlur Informa¬ 
tion for lUlS.
